G.S.R. 573(E).—In exercise of the powers onferred by Sub-section (1) of section 35 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 
(15 of 1908) and in supersession of all previous notifications on the subject, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following revised order for regulating the levy of fees for towage and pilotage in the Port of Calcutta, namely: — 

REVISED ORDER 

1. Short title and commencement. (i) This order may be called the port of Calcutta Towage and Pilotage
